Pay underwritten, from the tenth of October inſtant, to the tenth {4 of March next 
tocome, viz. the Foot Souldiers quits daily twelve pennies Scots, the Trouper two 
ſhillings Scots , the Dragooners proportionally , and the Officers above a Lieutenant, 

wits the third partof their Pay; V Vhich offer the Committee hath accepted, and with thar 
an ordaines the Army be entertained from the ſaid tenth of October, till the ſaid
